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PREFACE 



The principles underlying the compilation of the earlier books of the Modern Music Series 
^ have guided the author in the selection of material for the High School Book of the same 

series. Each book in turn offered music which it was believed would appeal to pupils who 
had reached a certain stage of development. 

Various sources were drawn upon for good and appropriate music. The folksongs of many 
nations, especially those having childlike tunes and simple texts in the original, commended 
themselves as being happily naive and spontaneous. Artistic songs for children by eminent 
European composers were also included, as well as a limited number of songs by American 
writers. 

Much care was taken to arrange the music selected with regard to a rational educational 

plan. The principle of melody before technical exercise and of song before rhythmic problem 

,,^was adhered to in the earlier books. Later, as the pupils gained power to read music and to 

express their thoughts in musical notation, more difficulties were introduced. More compli- 

^ cations in melody and rhythm, more infrequent intervals, the less familiar scale-forms, and the 

* i triads and chords of major and minor scales served to increase the scope of the knowledge and 

^ experience of the children. 

o Schools that have completed the study of the books of the Modem Music Series designed 

ifiiT the primary and grammar grades, will send pupils into the high school with ability to sing 

5 the more ambitious music included in this book. With taste as well as technique cultivated, 

=^ the best music may be approached at a comparatively early age. There is but a step from 

\ the classics of children's music to the simpler compositions of Beethoven and of Brahms. 

i^ The technique which should be acquired in the grammar grades gives more range for the 

^compilation of a high school book; but this technique must not be taken too much for 

"^^granted. Music is the newest as well as the most doubtfully taught of all branches in the 

p^ curriculum of the majority of schools, and a lack of adequate and thorough instruction in the 

lower grades results in a very superficial knowledge of reading and writing music on the-part 

of the high school student. 

To meet this condition, much simple music has been included in the present collection. 
Folksongs, to be sung either in unison or in parts, and simple concerted pieces in their original 
form, give ample material for instruction and practice of note-reading for those defective in 
rudimentary knowledge. 

These simple songs, many of which have a bass part, will be found useful in familiarizing 
with the bass clef, boys who have entered high school with unchanged or changing voices. 
Additional value will be found in the preparation which the simpler music affords for the 
more difficult selections to follow. 

A goodly number of unison songs will be found in the high school book. They have 
been included, as in the earlier books, for the purpose of preserving the young voice. 

Every intelligent teacher of singing is aware that the only normal and beautiful voice is 

that in which the various registers are properly balanced and combined. That voice in which 

only one register is developed is abnormal, and may in its worst aspects be even monstrous. 

It is only by the proper use of the whole voice that the balance of registers can be maintained. 

The practice, common to many singing-teachers in the schools, of assigning lower parts to 

certain pupils, who hold these parts without change, is most pernicious. The high sopranos 
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iv PREFACE 

have opportunity to develop the different registers of the voice, but those unfortunates who 
are condemned to lower parts, develop the lower at the expense of the upper and middle 
registers. These pupils are most often the intelligent and the musically gifted, and a method 
of instruction that sacrifices the voices of such pupils to the development of the untalented 
is deplorable in the extreme. 

Unison songs for bass voices, a distinct feature of the present volume will, it is hoped, 
especially interest the youthful singers who are learning to use their recently matured voices. 

Musically speaking, the contents of the high school book will be found to offer great vari- 
ety. Not only have songs of different peoples and periods been chosen, but both the folk-song 
and the more artistic form have been equally represented. 

The folk-song, so simple and melodious, so full of rude charm, the expression of universal 
as well as race-feeling, presents fascinating material for study. The artistic song, more elab- 
orate, more perfect in form, the product of the genius of the schooled musician, introduces 
the student to a region of true art too often unexplored. 

A large number of selections, like the " Song of Roland," the " Ballade of Jeanne d' Arc," 
" Robin Hood," and the " Bishop of Hereford " have a historic interest. They are historical 
not only in content and subject, but are themselves musical survivals of value and beauty. 

Nature-songs abound, as do songs for occasions and feasts. A group of labor-songs will 
be foimd interesting. This includes, among others, a curious English folk-song of the six- 
teenth century — <<The Painful Plough," an Irish weaving-song, and Scotch and Russian 
boat-songs. 

Patriotic songs of various peoples have been given a place, for patriotism is after all not 
insular or peculiar to any one country, but in its highest development is the expression of the 
love of man for man, rather than the narrower loyalty of man to his own race. 

Part-songs of very early periods have been introduced, and also madrigals and glees of 
later centuries. 

Examples of the early Flemish, Italian, and English schools, and numerous selections from 
the great German masters — Bach, Handel, Haydn, Gluck, and Beethoven, give variety and 
worth to the collection. The best composers of the nineteenth century, von Weber, Schu- 
bert, Schumann, Mendelssohn, and Brahms and other lesser composers of the same time are 
amply represented. 

Modern English writers, as well as their more eminent predecessors, have been largely 
drawn upon, and American musicians have contributed a characteristic group of songs. 

The cosmopolitan nature of the collection has necessitated translations, but great care has 
been taken to make these singable and smooth, as well as expressive of the original ideas of 
the poet. In fact, the least possible change has been made in words or music of foreign songs. 
No tune has been regarded as a convenient peg on which to hang any text of similar metre. 
Where adaptations have been made, the tune has been carefully studied and words have been 
added whose expressiveness is perfectly in accord with the music. There has been juggling 
neither with music nor words to make them conform to some artificial standard of school- 
book music. 

Much good poetry will be found in these pages, like " Haste Thee, Nymph," from Milton's 
V AUegroy and " Behold the Glittering Host " by Thomson. Some of it is set to music by 
American composers especially for this book, and other selections are set to the immortal 
music of such masters as HSLndel and Haydn. 

While the design of the editor is not encyclopaedic, it may be claimed for the high school 
book that most important schools of vocal composition are represented in its pages. 

Some general idea may therefore be gained by the interested student of the development 
of vocal music as an art, from its melodic beginning in the folk-song and in the polyphony 
of the early part-song to the more complicated melodic and harmonic forms of modern form.
